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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


Members  of  the  Board: 


You  have  requested  that  I  comment  on  the  Town  of  Strafford's  current 
administrative  and  accounting  systems  as  they  relate  to:  (1)  the  new  finan- 
cial accounting  and  reporting  compliance  requirements  as  set  forth  by  the 
revised  N.H.  Municipal  Budget  Law  -  RSA  32;  and  (2)  the  new  respon- 
sibilities for  Selectmen  regarding  establishing  and  maintaining  internal 
control  procedures  and  safeguarding  assets  as  set  forth  by  the  1993 
revisions  to  RSA  41 :9. 

RSA  32  Compliance 

Background 

The  Town  of  Strafford  is  required  by  the  new  law  to  maintain  a  level 
of  accountability  not  "previously  required  by  law".  The  new  law  generally 
requires  that  expenditures  are  properly  accounted  for  (correctly  coded  as 
to  account  distribution  and  purpose)  and  that  expenditures  will  only  be 
made  for  items  for  which  an  available  budgetary  appropriation  is  available. 
Transfers  (and  records  thereof)  between  budgetary  accounts  must  be 
made  under  the  new  law  (i.e.,  an  over-expenditure  cannot  be  made),  or 
alternately  and  in  lieu  of  maintaining  such  detailed  transfer  records,  the 
year=end  summary  report  of  budgetary  appropriations-vs-actual  expen- 
ditures must  "in  total"  not  be  over-expended. 

Commentary 

The  Town  of  Strafford's  administrative,  accounting  and  financial 
reporting  procedures  do  not  need  modification  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
new  compliance  requirements  of  RSA  32.  The  Town  currently  maintains 
adequate  summary  and  detailed  subsidiary  records  supporting  it's 
financial  account  balances  and  transactions. 

The  Town's  procedures  have,  since  we  have  served  in  Town,  continued 
to  be  exemplary.  The  Town,  it's  elected  officials  and  personnel,  have  main- 
tained a  model  level  of  cooperation  and  teamwork.  The  Town's  financial 
records  and  underlying  operating  procedures  continue  to  be  of  the  highest 
quality;  relative  to  towns  the  size  of  Strafford  and  much  larger.  Additional- 
ly, utilization  of  the  municipal  software  purchased  by  the  Town  (which 
documents  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  new  RSA  32)  is 
noteworthy;  the  Town's  implementation  and  operating  application  of  the 
municipal  software  is  one  of  the  most  successful  that  we  have  seen.  We 
would  encourage  many  towns  to  learn  from  Strafford's  efforts  and 
accomplishments. 
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RSA  41  Compliance 

Background 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Strafford  have,  it  appears,  been  given 
the  authority  by  the  1993  revisions  to  RSA  41:9  to  implement  internal 
control  procedures  to  ensure  the  safeguarding  of  all  town  assets  and 
properties.  A  casual  observer  may  wonder  why  this  obvious  official  duty 
would  find  its  way  into  law;  i.e.,  aren't  Selectmen  "now  responsible"  for 
such  affairs?  The  observer  would  be  surprised  to  find  that  there  was  no 
place  in  prior  law  that  clearly  established  that  the  Selectmen  could  direct 
or  control  the  activities  of  all  of  the  towns  activities  -  specifically,  other 
elected  officials.  RSA  41 :9  attempts  to  provide  such  "oversight"  authority. 

Commentary 

The  Town  of  Strafford,  as  previously  mentioned,  currently  has  a 
working  relationship  between  and  among  its  employees  and  elected 
officials  that  makes  the  "requirements"  of  the  law  less  necessary.  The 
Town  Selectmen  and  other  elected  officials  have,  in  our  observation,  acted 
in  both  a  cooperative  and  inter-related  manner  to  the  benefit  of  the  public 
interest  of  the  Town.  Again,  this  law  was  not  written  with  the  Town  of 
Strafford  in  mine.  The  Town;  could  be  an  example  for  others.  On  a  more 
prospective  note,  we  have  made  available  to  Selectmen  a  "sample"  docu- 
ment  titled  "Budgeting,  Accounting  and  Financial  Reporting  -  Policies  and 
Procedures"  which  we  believe  would  formalize  the  Town's  commitment 
to  financial  accountability.  We  encourage  the  Selectmen  to  review  the 
sample  document,  modify  as  deemed  appropriate  and  adopt  the 
implement  the  policies  and  procedures  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  hope  that  I  have  provided  you  with  information  that  will  be  beneficial 
to  your  planning  for  1994.  If  I  can  be  of  any  assistance  please  contact 
me  at  your  convenience.

He  asked  that  any 
resident  who  sees  campaign  signs  being  destroyed  please  report  the  incident,  perhaps  talk 
to  the  person  involved. 

Michael  Harrington  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  10.  A  second  was  heard.  After 
discussion  on  the  motion  vote  was  in  the  negative. 

Irving  Johnson  requested  that  the  street  sign  project  be  finished  and  the  signs  being 
destroyed  and  stolen  be  replaced.  Chairman  Huckins  assured  the  body  that  missing  signs 
would  be  replaced. 

Mel  Watts  asked  why  the  amount  for  re-appraisal  in  Article  10  was  not  taken  from  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  designated  for  that  purpose.  Chairman  Huckins  explained  that  the 
Reserve  Fund  was  to  help  reduce  the  amount  needed  for  a  total  re-evaluation  sometime 
in  the  future.  The  amount  asked  for  yearly  is  to  have  properties  that  change  during  the  year, 
re-evaluated  and  updated  for  the  current  year. 

Alwynn  Hellfach  asked  how  much  the  funds  the  body  voted  tonight  and  at  the  School 
meeting  last  week  would  raise  the  tax  rate.  Chairman  Huckins  answered  that  the  School 
budget  was  no  increase,  the  Town  about  5V2%  increase  and  the  County,  (which  has  not 
been  received  to  date)  could  be  as  high  as  an  8%  increase. 

Joann  Brown  answered  Ms.  Hellfach's  second  question  about  information  available  to 
residents  about  the  EastA/Vest  highway  situation.  There  will  be  a  meeting  open  to  the  public 
and  notices  of  each  meeting  will  be  in  the  calendar  and  posted  in  the  town  hall. 

There  was  a  motion  made  to  adjourn  at  this  time,  a  second  was  heard  and  the  motion 
put  to  a  vote.  Vote  on  the  motion  was  affirmative  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  10:10  P.M.

During  1993,  the  Police  Department  received  a  total  of  1335  calls  for 
service.  In  1993,  the  Police  Department  attempted  to  operate  with  the 
availability  of  a  Police  Officer  on  patrol  16  hours  per  day  and  was  quite 
successful.  Due  to  part  time  help,  with  the  exception  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
position,  there  were  times  when  an  Officer  was  not  on  patrol  but  an 
Officer  was  always  available  on  call  for  emergency  situations. 

The  year  1993  saw  the  loss  of  a  dedicated  person  who  gave  over  20 
years  of  service  to  the  Town  of  Strafford  as  a  Police  Officer  and  as  a  Chief 
of  Police.  Carl  Brown  resigned  from  the  Police  Department  in  December 
of  1993.  Carl  was  an  essential  part  of  the  Police  Department  and  is  a  friend 
to  all.  His  dedication  goes  unmeasured  and  he  will  be  missed  as  Police 
Officer  for  the  Town  of  Strafford.  Thank  you  Carl  for  all  that  you  have  done 
for  the  Town. 

The  D.A.R.E.  Program,  in  1993,  graduated  over  110  students  from  the 
sixth  and  third  grades.  The  program  continues  to  be  a  great  success  and 
the  year  1994  will  continue  the  D.A.R.E.  tradition.  Also,  the  D.A.R.E. 
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Program  received  over  $4,000.00  in  federal  money  to  help  support  it's 
operation  and  was  awarded  an  additional  $500.00  from  the  NH  Public  Trust 
for  the  program.  Two  fund  raisers  in  1993  helped  raise  over  $1,000.00 
to  help  offset  the  matching  federal  grant  the  program  received.  The  funds 
awarded  and  the  money  raised  for  the  program  buys  the  materials 
needed  to  operate  it  successfully  and  aids  in  offsetting  my  salary  while 
I  teach  the  program  in  the  school.

In  the  Town  of  Strafford,  the  Trustees  are  also  responsible  for  the  spen- 
ding of  the  cemetery  fund  for  the  perpetual  care  of  grave  sites  for  which 
the  trust  fund  has  been  established. 

During  1993  Trustee  Boyen  Thompson  put  the  trust  fund  data  on 
computer  disk.  This  should  speed  up  the  record  keeping  and  insure 
accuracy. 

Each  year  an  attempt  is  made  to  upgrade  at  least  one  cemetery  that 
has  graves  covered  by  trust  funds.  This  year,  the  Holmes  cemetery,  a  very 
large  cemetery  in  Snackerty  was  cleared  of  trees  and  brush  and  mowed. 

We  welcome  volunteers  to  "adopt"  a  small  family  cemetery  whose 
decedents  of  those  buried  there  do  not  live  in  the  area,  and  have  not  set 
up  a  trust  fund  for  care. 

The  Trustees  want  to  thank  the  volunteers  that  cut  brush  and  mowed 
grass  in  the  cemeteries  in  town.

Rural  District  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continues  as  a  private  non- 
profit whose  purpose  is  to  provide  high  quality,  compassionate  home 
health,  hospice  and  community  health  care  services  to  all  ages  within  our 
member  towns.  Last  year  has  been  a  year  of  change,  continued  growth, 
and  curious  concern  regarding  health  care  at  the  Federal  level. 

We  are  now  located  in  our  new  building.  At  the  time  of  the  move,  the 
agency  underwent  a  survey  by  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public 
Health  Facilities  Administration  and  we  continue  to  be  licensed  as  a  Cer- 
tified Home  Health  Agency  with  the  addition  of  Community  Clinic  and 
Hospice  licenses.  The  new  facility  is  a  vast  improvement  in  clinic  facilities 
and  much  needed  office  space. 

Our  needs  for  building,  computer  and  telephone  were  recognized  by 
many  of  the  residents  of  our  service  area,  as  was  evidenced  by  gifts  to 
our  building  fund.  These  local  contributions,  combined  with  the  grants 
received  from  the  Agnes  Lindsay  Trust,  Samuel  Hunt  Foundation,  and  Lou 
and  Lutza  Smith  Charitable  Foundation,  enabled  us  to  stay  within  our 
budget.

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Strafford  Police  and  the  N.H.  Fish  and 
Game  Department  for  their  assistance  when  needed,  and  all  those  who 
use  the  beach  area  with  care  and  consideration  for  others  around  them. 

Although  some  of  our  projects  intended  to  improve  the  beach  environ- 
ment were  not  completed  this  year,  we  will  continue  to  work  on  them  in 
the  next  couple  of  Summers. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
STRAFFORD  FIRE  AND  RESCUE 

1993  has  been  a  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  your  Fire  and  Rescue 
Department. 

The  new  Fire  Truck  that  was  approved  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting  was 
ordered  in  the  first  part  of  April.  The  officers  of  the  department  then  began 
to  look  for  a  truck  to  use  as  a  tanker.  The  search  was  more  difficult  than 
was  anticipated.  10  different  dealers  were  contacted  and  all  of  the  members 
of  the  department  began  to  watch  the  newspapers  and  truck  publications. 
A  suitable  chasis  was  located  in  July  by  Lt.  Aleda  Donohue  and  was 
purchased. 

The  engineering  work  was  started  once  the  chassis  arrived.  Several 
meetings  were  held  between  United  Plastics  and  us  on  tank  design.  The 
process  of  getting  ready  to  build  the  truck  required  several  hundred  hours 
and  about  fifty  telephone  calls  After  reviewing  several  proposals,  Dover 
Motor  Mart  was  selected  for  the  job  of  mounting  the  tank  to  the  chassis. 

The  construction  has  proceeded  slowly  but  carefully.  The  work  should 
be  completed  by  mid-February  1994.  We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the 
town  who  supported  this  effort  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Truck 
Committee  without  whom  this  would  not  have  been  possible. 

Although  the  delivery  of  the  pumper  and  construction  of  the  tanker  have 
taken  an  enormous  of  time,  the  other  areas  of  responsibility  have  not  been 
neglected  Almost  100  inspections  were  performed  by  the  Chief  and  Deputy 
Chief.  The  inspections  uncovered  several  conditions  that  might  well  have 
resulted  in  the  destruction  of  the  residences  by  fire.  These  were  corrected 
before  any  damage  resulted. 

The  Rescue  Team  was  very  busy  this  year  with  an  average  of  more  than 
two  calls  per  week.  The  team  members  attended  an  additional  24  hours 
of  training  on  general  emergency  care  as  well  as  training  provided  by  the 
hospitals. 

The  Fire  and  Rescue  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  from  the  State 
to  cover  the  cost  of  training  members  of  the  department  for  certification 
in  Hazardous  Materials  Operations.  We  are  pleased  to  annouce  that  ten 
people  completed  the  program  and  received  their  certificates. 

The  Town  has  been  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  attract  and  maintain  the 
volunteers  that  make  up  the  Strafford  Fire  and  Rescue.  Each  of  these 
people  spend  countless  hours  preparing  for  a  disaster  that  we  all  hope 
will  never  happen.  When  disaster  does  strike,  it  is  their  people  who  drop 
everything  and  go  to  the  aid  of  others. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  support  in 
making  Strafford  one  of  the  best  departments  in  the  area.

Any  violations  of  the  above  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $5.00  per  viola- 
tion and  subject  to  towing,  pursuant  to  RSA  265:69  and  RSA  265:70. 

87R5.  SNOW  OBSTRUCTION  -  Pursuant  to  RSA  249:23,  the  following 
snow  obstruction  regulations  will  be  established. 

a.  Any  person  who  shall  put  or  place  or  cause  to  be  put  or  placed  any 
snow  or  ice  upon  the  surface  of  the  traveled  portion  of  any  town  maintain- 
ed road  for  any  purpose,  except  to  provide  a  place  necessary  for  cross- 
ing, recrossing  and  traveling  upon  said  roads  by  sleds,  logging  or  farm 
equipment,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  if  a  natural  person  or  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  if  any  other  person.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  where  snow  or  ice  is  pushed  across  the  traveled  surface  of  said  road 
for  the  purpose  of  snow  removal  from  land  adjoining  said  roads. 

Any  violation  of  the  above  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  up  to  $100.00,  pur- 
suant to  RSA  249:23.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1993 

The  level  of  activity  in  1993  remained  about  the  same  as  in  1992.  We 
have  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  boundary  adjustment, 
several  applications  for  minor  subdivision  (3  lots  or  less)  and  no  applica- 
tions for  major  subdivision.  We  also  completed  Strafford's  first  revocation 
of  a  subdivision  at  the  request  of  the  property  owners. 

Gravel  pit  reclamation  continues  to  be  a  problem  that  requires  a  lot  of 
prolonged  effort. 

The  Board  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Town's  land  use  ordinaces 
and  regulations  and  will  propose  several  minor  changes  (primarily  language 
clarification)  for  1994.  In  addition,  on  the  advice  of  the  Town  Attorney  and 
the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission,  we  are  proposing  to 
Strafford  voters  that  our  Growth  Control  ordinance  be  deleted  from  the 
Strafford  Land  Use  and  Zoning  Ordinances.  All  parties  suggest  that  such 
ordinances  have  not  proven  to  be  effective  planning  tools,  and  are  also 
legally  questionable. 

The  East-West  Highway  proposal  seems  to  have  been  dropped  by  the 
NH  DOT  with  local  resistance,  environmental  issues,  and  total  cost  having 
been  the  principal  reasons.  The  Commissioner  has  stated  that  the  DOT 
will  take  the  course  of  upgrading  existing  routes  with  short  bypasses  in 
congested  areas.  This  still  leaves  the  Whig  Hill  area  potentially  impacted, 
but  even  that  would  now  seem  to  be  a  long  way  off. 

The  Board  applied  for  and  has  been  selected  to  participate  in  a  pro- 
gram offered  by  the  Lincoln  Institute  for  Land  Policy  in  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts.  The  year-long  seminar  series  is  designed  as  an 
"innovative  educational  program  designed  for  planning  officials  in  small 
and  medium-sized  communities  in  New  England."  Strafford's  tuition  is  be- 
ing paid  through  a  grant  from  the  Lincoln  Institute.  Since  over  100  applica- 
tions were  received  by  the  Institute,  we  in  Strafford  were  both  surprised 
and  pleased  at  being  one  of  the  30  applicants  selected.  One  Planning 
Board  member  attends  on  one  Saturday  each  month  through  May  We  have 
found  the  faculty  to  be  outstanding  -  a  very  competent  and  professionally 
distinguished  group  of  instructors.  We  anticipate  that  this  program  will  be 
very  helpful  in  our  efforts  to  plan  for  Strafford's  future. 

As  always,  we  welcome  public  attendance  and  participation  at  all  of  our 
meetings  and  work  sessions.

The  Strafford  Conservation  Commission  is  delighted  to  report  that  as  a  result 
of  our  efforts  to  improve  access  to  several  of  our  best-known  properties,  there  has 
been  increased  use  of  Strafford's  various  Town  lands.  The  Commission  is  work- 
ing with  the  Strafford  School  in  hopes  of  incorporating  some  of  the  Town  Forest 
properties  into  special  curriculum  projects  for  each  grade  focusing  on  the  environ- 
ment. In  April,  we  sponsored  the  Strafford  Community  Calendar,  which  featured 
a  trail  map  as  a  special  insert.  Additional  copies  of  the  trail  maps  for  the  Town 
ForestAA/eidman  Lot,  Edgerly  Lot  and  Storer  Lot  trails  are  available  at  the  Town 
Office  and  will  be  available  at  Town  Meeting.  We  again  urge  the  people  of  Straf- 
ford to  make  use  of  our  many  Town  properties  for  recreation.  If  you  are  not  sure 
how  to  find  the  various  properties,  please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  any  member 
of  the  Commission  or  the  Strafford  Town  Office. 

Members  of  the  Strafford  Cub  Scouts  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  23  deserve  special 
thanks  for  their  continuing  efforts  with  brushing  and  clearing  trails.  The  members 
of  the  Commission  would  also  like  to  again  thank  George  Kitz,  who  continues  to 
help  us  by  mowing  the  lower  meadow  around  the  Memorial  Plaque  and  Town  Forest 
parking  area. 

The  Conservation  Commission  worked  with  the  Recreation  Commission,  the 
Friends  of  Recreation,  the  Strafford  School  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  prepare 
an  application  to  the  National  Park  Service  for  a  grant  for  the  complete  renovation 
of  Strafford's  recreation/playground  areas.  We  were  not  successful  this  time  around, 
but  we  will  resubmit  an  application  next  year 

The  Town  has  received  two  new  planning  maps  showing  wetland  areas  in 
Strafford  from  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission.  We  are  planning  for 
the  display  of  these  maps  and  are  also  looking  into  various  planning  applications 
using  the  new  maps. 

Commission  members  continue  to  watch  the  various  proposals  for  improving 
transportation  and  for  reducing  congestion  on  Route  4.  DOT  has  stated  that  they 
are  hoping  to  upgrade  Route  4,  including  the  construction  of  several  by  pass  areas. 
Therefore,  Strafford,  particularly  the  Whig  Hill  area,  is  still  vulnerable,  and  we  will 
continue  to  make  recommendations  regarding  the  environmental  impacts  of  any 
proposed  road  construction. 

The  recent  slow  pace  of  development  in  the  Strafford  area  has  also  meant  that 
there  have  been  few  new  applications  for  dredge  and  fill  in  wetlands.  Our  Com- 
mission reviews  all  of  these  applications  and  forwards  our  recommendations  to 
the  NH  Wetlands  Board.  We  continue  to  urge  anyone  planning  a  project  involving 
work  in  wetlands,  or  on  the  shoreline  of  Bow  Lake,  to  meet  with  us  to  discuss  the 
project  in  advance. 

The  Commission  continues  to  plan  for  timber  improvement  cuttings  on  several 
of  our  Town  Forest  properties.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced 
an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that 
escaped  control.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II),  requires  that,  "No  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn 
or  cause  to  be  burned  any  materials  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  tiie 
Forest  Fire  Warden  of  ttie  town  wtiere  tfie  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000.00 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in 
many  fire  prevention  programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey 
Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection 
Bureau  will  be  working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  preven- 
tion message  -  "Remember .  .  .  Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires".  Fire 
prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.  Please  be  careful 
around  fires  and  help  us  and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  control  of  the  Strafford  School  District  lies  with  its  School  Board 
which  has  been  duly  constituted  and  is  governed  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  educational  statutes.  The  School  Board  exercises  its  powers 
through  the  adoption  of  by-laws  and  policies  for  the  organization  and  opera- 
tion of  the  school  district  and  is  responsible  for  district  operations  through 
its  chief  executive  officer,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  School 
Board  in  Strafford  consists  of  three  members.  Each  year  new  members 
of  the  School  Board  are  chosen  by  the  community  to  serve  a  full  term. 
These  elections  take  place  annually  in  March.  To  qualify  to  represent  the 
community,  the  candidate  must  be  a  citizen  and  resident  of  that  school 
district.  School  Board  vacancies  occurring  by  resignation,  or  some  other 
means  may  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  School  Board  within  a 
prescribed  amount  of  time  after  the  vacancy  occurs. 

All  citizens  have  the  right  to  advanced  notice  of  and  attendance  at  all 
public  meetings  of  the  School  Board.  Announcements  of  meetings  may 
be  found  at  the  front  entrance  of  the  school,  at  the  town  office,  and  at 
the  Superintendent's  Office.  The  School  Board  is  requried  to  meet  at  least 
once  a  month.  This  meeting,  at  which  formal  and  official  actions  are  taken 
by  the  School  Board,  may  be  attended  by  the  general  public.  The  School 
Board  usually  holds  meetings  in  Strafford  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  beginning  at  7:00  p.m.  At  these  meetings,  there  is  time  set 
aside  for  the  general  public  to  address  the  School  Board  and  speak  to 
any  concerns  which  the  public  may  have  about  the  operation  of  their 
schools.  The  School  Board  periodically  will  hold  workshop  meetings,  such 
as  for  school  budget  preparation.  All  workshop  meetings  are  posted  in 
the  same  manner  as  regular  School  Board  meetings  and  the  public  is  in- 
vited and  urged  to  attend  these  open  workshop  sessions.  Minutes  of  all 
meetings  of  the  School  Board  are  kept  and  published  on  a  regular  basis. 
The  community,  as  permitted  by  law,  may  be  excluded  from  meetings  or 
portions  of  meetings  when  items  to  be  discussed  might  jeopardize  the 
public  interest,  or  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  an  individual  or  individuals. 
Such  meetings  are  called  non-public  sessions.  Such  an  exclusion  would 
include  collective  bargaining  or  negotiations,  sessions,  employment 
termination,  employee  evaluation  or  discipline  or  employment  of  any  pre- 
sent or  prospective  employee.  Also,  exclusion  may  further  include 
sessions  in  which  information,  if  disclosed,  would  invade  the  personal 
privacy  of  an  individual.  The  School  Board,  however,  must  take  formal 
action  during  a  public  meeting. 
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Since  my  arrival  on  February  1 ,  1993,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  work 
with  our  School  Board  in  the  administration  of  education  in  our 
community.  I  feel  pleased  and  privileged  to  be  a  part  of  the  educational 
endeavor  and  will  strive  to  work  as  hard  as  possible  to  provide  the  best 
educational  opportunities  for  all  of  our  children  at  all  grade  levels  in  our 
school.  On  behalf  of  the  School  Board,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
invite  all  members  of  the  public  to  attend  any  and  all  functions  at  our  school 
and  any  and  all  School  Board  Meetings  as  the  School  Board  and 
Administration  are  conducting  the  business  of  the  community  in  educating 
our  youngsters.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
1993 

I  would  like  to  begin  this  report  by  thanking  all  those  in  our  community 
who  have  contributed  so  significantly  to  our  school.  Clearly  the  most 
successful  schools  are  those  in  which  there  is  a  high  level  of  community 
input  and  involvement  and  that  is  the  case  here  in  Strafford.  In  the  weeks 
and  months  ahead  we  will  be  seeking  more  input,  and  a  higher  level  of 
citizen  participation  in  our  school  as  we  strategically  plan  to  restructure 
our  total  operation  to  better  prepare  our  students  for  a  future  of  constant 
change.  This  will  prove  to  be  a  lengthy  and  somewhat  difficult  process 
but  an  essential  one  if  our  students  are  to  successfully  compete  in  an 
economy  and  work  force  that  has  changed  drastically  in  the  last  century. 
The  Strafford  School  Board  and  Administration  are  working  to  create  a 
framework  for  the  kind  of  change  that  must  take  place  for  us  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  the  next  century.  We  invite  you  to  join  us  in  this  process. 

Many  exciting  changes  have  taken  place  at  our  school  and  include  the 
following: 

1.  Our  new  technology  lab  consisting  of  twelve  (12)  Gateway  2000 
Computers  is  in  place  and  operating.  The  partially  networked  lab  has  CD 
ROM  capabilities  and  includes  printers  and  modems  allowing  access  to 
outside  information  banks,  via,  telephone  lines.  Strafford  School  current- 
ly subscribes  to  on-line  services  including  Internet,  Prodigy  and  America 
on  Line. 

Eight  (8)  additional  computers  with  modems  and  CD  ROM  drives  have 
been  assigned  to  teams  grades  one  through  eight  to  be  shared  among 
the  classrooms  at  the  respective  levels.  This  allows  students  access  to 
information  banks  within  the  classroom,  CD  ROM  programming,  and  the 
ability  to  extend  lab  activities  to  the  individual  classroom. 

A  full  color  computer  projector  and  overhead  projector  were  donated 
to  the  school  as  part  of  the  technology  lab  allowing  any  computer 
program  to  be  projected  onto  a  large  screen  for  whole  group  instructional 
purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  fourteen  (14)  computer  tables,  twenty-four  (24) 
networking  cards,  assorted  software,  three  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
technology  related  miscellaneous  equipment  and  materials,  and  hundreds 
of  hours  of  volunteer  time  have  been  donated  to  support  Strafford  School's 
technology  plan. 
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2.  New  computers  have  been  placed  in  the  bookkeeper's  and  prin- 
cipal's office  to  update  spreadsheet  and  accounting  practices,  to  facilitate 
desktop  publishing,  to  communicate  with  other  schools  regarding  policies 
and  procedures,  and  for  other  related  administrative  purposes. 

3.  A  beautiful  aquarium  was  donated  to  the  library  and  is  in  operation 
containing  many  interesting  species  of  fish  for  students  to  study. 

4.  A  new  publishing  center  has  been  set  up  in  the  school's  conference 
room  supported  entirely  by  a  grant  from  the  Walker  Foundation  based  in 
Mollis,  N.H.  The  center,  supervised  by  a  part  time  director,  is  operated 
by  over  20  parent  volunteers  and  publishes  student  writing  in  a  variety 
of  formats  at  all  grade  levels. 

5.  A  new  food  service  director  has  been  hired  and  has  made  tremen- 
dous changes  in  our  lunch  program,  improving  it  significantly.  Many 
choices  are  now  provided  to  students  including  many  new  menu  items. 
A  salad  &  fruit  bar  is  available  and  most  desserts,  breads,  rolls  and  even 
pizza  crust  are  made  fresh  in  the  kitchen.  Nutritional  guidelines  are  follow- 
ed closely  limiting  the  use  of  such  items  as  fats  and  salt.  As  the  result 
of  changes,  participation  in  the  hot  lunch  program  has  increased 
significantly. 

6.  Strafford  School  once  again  has  seven  teams  participating  in  the 
Odyssey  of  the  Mind  Program.  Last  years  teams  received  many  awards 
at  the  regional  competition  and  four  teams  advanced  to  the  State  of  N.H. 
finals. 

7.  Strafford  School's  WEE  DELIVER  Program  received  a  Gold  Circle 
Partnership  Award  in  recognition  of  its  exemplary  educational  partnership 
with  the  U.S.  Postal  Service,  in  particular,  our  local  Post  Office.  The  award 
was  presented  by  governor  Steve  Merrill  and  representatives  from  the  N.H. 
Department  of  Education  and  the  N.H.  Partners  in  Education. 

8.  Strafford  School  has  initiated  an  examination  of  its  curriculum  and 
instructional  practices  at  the  team  level  and  is  currently  developing 
guidelines  for  improvement  and  adjustment.  Middle  School  staff  will  meet 
with  Coe-Brown  staff  later  this  school  year  to  coordinate  curriculum  offer- 
ings and  expectations  between  the  two  schools. 

9.  Several  new  and  updated  policies  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Strafford  School  Board  covering  such  areas  as  home  education,  discipline, 
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substance  abuse,  school  attendance,  student  rights  and  responsibilities, 
student  activities,  programs  for  handicapped  students,  selection  & 
adoption  of  textbooks  and  instructional  materials,  selection  &  adoption  of 
library  materials,  distribution  of  non-prescription  medication,  interrogations 
&  searches,  character  &  citizenship,  among  others. 

10.  The  Strafford  School  instrumental  music  program  expanded  to 
include  85  +  students.  In  addition  to  group  and  individual  lessons  students 
participate  in  band  at  the  beginning,  intermediate  and  advanced  levels. 
As  a  result  of  a  generous  donation  from  the  Hampton  School  district, 
students  in  advance  band  will  be  issued  royal  blue  blazers  for  their  public 
performances. 

1 1 .  Several  grants  written  by  school  personnel  or  on  behalf  of  the  school 
have  been  pursued  and  many  have  been  received.  They  represent  a 
cooperative  effort  between  the  school  and  community  to  access  funding 
beyond  the  regular  school  budget  to  support  the  school  program. 

12.  Over  $80,000  in  surplus  funds  were  returned  to  the  town  from  the 
1992-93  budget  to  offset  taxes  and  resulted  in  a  significant  drop  this  year 
in  school  assessment.  (The  cost  per  pupil  in  Strafford  continues  to  drop, 
representing  fiscal  responsibility  balanced  with  sound  and  effective  school 
programming). 

13.  Strafford  School  students  have  joined  with  students  from  Northwood 
School  to  present  a  major  dramatic  performance  in  the  spring  of  1994. 
This  represents  a  major  effort  on  the  part  of  all  involved  and  should  not 
be  missed.  Be  sure  to  watch  for  performance  dates. 

14.  Strafford  School  staff  members  have  been  involved  in  educational 
projects  throughout  the  world  including  Jamaica,  Belize,  South  America 
and  Russia.  The  experience  and  information  gained  has  enriched  the 
Strafford  School  program  and  has  helped  to  develop  a  greater  understan- 
ding and  appreciation  of  other  cultures. 

Other  staff  members  have  initiated  a  variety  of  special  projects  involv- 
ing the  arts,  the  integration  of  technology,  telecommunications,  grant 
writing,  portfolio  assessment,  curriculum  development,  etc.  which  have 
been  responsible  for  providing  educational  opportunities  and  experiences 
for  students,  and  instructional  diversity  not  otherwise  possible. 

15.  A  renewed  recycling  effort  is  underway  at  Strafford  School  and 
includes  plastics,  paper,  cans,  and  cardboard.  Assistance  from  the 
community  would  enable  the  school  to  further  expand  its  recycling  effort.

The  above  represent  some  of  the  projects,  programs,  and  the  recent 
accomplishments  at  Strafford  School.  In  most  cases  volunteers  and  dona- 
tions of  time  and  resources  have  contributed  significantly  to  their  success. 

1  would  like  to  recognize  one  special  individual  for  her  tremendous 
contribution  to  our  school  over  the  past  years.  Mrs.  Bernice  Omand  has 
done  just  about  everything  in  terms  of  volunteer  work.  She  has  been 
tireless  in  her  commitment  to  the  youth  of  this  community  both  within  and 
outside  the  school.  All  of  us  can  learn  from  her  unselfish  devotion  to  those 
in  need  and  we  applaud  her  efforts.  Mrs.  Omand  will  always  represent 
a  guiding  light  at  Strafford  School,  one  which  will  never  dim.  We  send  her 
our  appreciation  and  our  love. 

Finally,  Strafford  School  implemented  a  new  standardized  testing 
program  last  year,  the  California  Achievement  Test  (CAT  V).  The  results, 
published  below,  are  reported,  as  they  have  always  been  in  the  past,  as 
Obtained  Median  National  Percentiles,  a  method  used  by  the  State  of  N.H. 
in  reporting  group  test  scores  as  confirmed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  In  general,  Strafford  students  did  very  well.  Results  have  been 
reported  to  the  board  and  parents,  and  have  been  analyzed  closely  to 
determine  curriculum  strengths  and  weaknesses  and  instructional 
implications. 

I  feel  privileged  to  serve  as  Principal  of  Strafford  School  and  will 
continue  to  work  with  staff,  students,  the  school  board,  parents  and  citizens 
to  make  our  school  responsive  to  the  needs  of  an  ever  growing  and 
changing  population.

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STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

The  changes  proposed  for  our  health  care  system  indicate  that  the 
school  nurse  will  play  an  integral  role  in  the  delivery  of  expanded  health 
care  services  to  students  and  other  family  members.  At  the  same  time, 
our  school  population  is  growing;  in  June  93  there  were  425  students  enroll- 
ed. On  opening  day  in  August  93  we  had  454  students.  It  is  very  likely 
that  student  enrollment  will  surpass  500  in  August  94. 

The  number  of  students  and  their  varying  needs  presents  several  com- 
plex challenges.  A  first  grader's  needs  are  more  geared  to  abrasions, 
fevers,  earaches  and  bellyaches.  They  need  first  aid,  tender  loving  care, 
and  referral  when  appropriate.  Health  education  issues  in  this  age  group 
include  handwashing,  safety,  self-esteem  and  hygiene.  On  the  other  hand, 
an  8th  grader  will  incur  more  soft  tissue  strains/sprains,  complaints  of 
headaches  and  cramps,  and  have  more  emotional  needs  which  they  may 
not  even  recognize.  Their  health  education  issues  cover  the  same  issues 
but  on  a  very  different  level.  Many  students  with  chronic  illnesses  require 
ongoing  nursing,  monitoring  and  intervention.  In  1993  there  were  7000 
visits  to  the  nurses'  office.  Assessing  and  treating  ill  and  injured  students 
remains  an  ongoing  priority  along  with  prevention  of  illness  and  injury, 
and  health  maintenance. 

Prior  to  leaving,  Pam  Bowles  completed  work  on  the  health  curriculum 
for  grades  1-8.  I  will  be  putting  together  the  puberty  education  program 
(human  sexuality)  and  will  be  assisted  by  the  Health  Education  Coordinator 
from  The  Clinic  in  Dover.  Basic  Aid  Training  for  4th  graders  and  CPR  for 
8th  grade  students  will  continue  this  year.  Our  drug  abuse  program  "Here's 
Looking  at  You,  2000"  is  taught  in  all  grades  and  is  augmented  by  the 
D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Program)  in  grades  3  and  6  taught  by 
Strafford  Police  Chief  Troy  Brisard.  The  school  nurses  from  S.A.U.'s  44, 
51 ,  and  53  have  joined  together  to  provide  a  local  school  nurse  network 
for  support,  policy  making  and  education. 

Strafford  School  lost  an  experience  school  nurse  with  Pamela  Bowles' 
departure  last  June.  I  come  to  Strafford  with  different  nursing  experience 
and  a  strong  dedication  to  the  students,  staff  and  families  of  Strafford 
School.  I  have  met  many  residents  through  the  school  nurses'  office  and 
look  forward  to  meeting  more  of  you.  I  also  welcome  your  questions  and 
comments.

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MINUTES  STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

ANNUAL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

MARCH  3,  1993 

The  Annual  Strafford  School  District  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Strafford  School. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  p.m.  by  Moderator,  David  Meserve. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  1:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees 
or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

George  Kitz  moved  the  article  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

Gerald  Waldron  questioned  if  the  Principal's  report  was  part  of  the  article. 

The  reply  was  affirmative. 

Mr.  Waldron  made  a  motion  to  delete  paragraph  5  of  the  Principles  Report  on  page  68 
of  the  Town  Report. 

The  Moderator  indicated  that  there  was  a  motion  on  the  floor.  He  explained  the  process 
to  amend  it. 

Mr  Waldron  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  Principal's  Report  deleting  paragraph  5,  page  68. 

Mr.  Kitz  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Waldron  stated  a  couple  of  reasons.  He  stated  that  as  a  candidate  for  School  Board 
that  it  didn't  sit  well  with  him  to  have  Mr.  Olson  mentioned  by  name  in  the  report.  He 
explained  that  there  were  other  avenues  available  to  recognize  Mr  Olson's  contribution  to 
the  school  and  that  it  should  not  be  an  official  school  document.  He  also  mentioned  that 
the  other  members  of  the  task  force  referred  to  in  the  Principal's  Report  should  have  been 
mentioned.  He  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Principal's  Report  had  a  "political  point  to  it". 

The  Moderator  asked  Mr.  Waldron  to  restate  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Waldron  motioned  to  make  an  amendment  to  delete  paragraph  5  of  the  Principal's 
Report. 

Irving  Johnson  seconded  the  motion. 

Bruce  Patrick  explained  that  the  Principal's  Report  was  written  well  in  advance  of  the  signing 
of  candidates  for  School  Board  and  any  other  offices  of  the  town.  He  explained  that  Mr  Jenisch 
wrote  this  long  before  Mr  Olson  was  a  candidate  for  School  Board  and  indicated  that  there 
was  no  political  intent  and  that  Mr  Jenisch  was  only  recognizing  Mr.  Olsons  many  hours 
of  work  at  the  school. 

Mr.  Waldron  indicated  that  he  understood  and  aked  when  the  report  was  written. 

Richard  Jenisch  indicated  that  it  was  written  in  November 

Mr  Waldron  asked  if  it  was  in  November  of  last  year  and  aked  who  had  approved  the  citizens 
task  force  led  by  Dr  Alfred  Olson. 

The  Moderator  asked  Mr  Waldron  to  allow  someone  else  to  speak. 

Jack  Dolan  expressed  respect  for  Mr  Waldron's  right  to  voice  his  opinion  regarding  the 
Report  of  the  Principal.  In  respect  to  Mr  Jenisch's  right  to  publish  his  report  without  censor- 
ship he  urged  this  group  to  vote  against  it  and  questioned  whether  the  amendment  was  in 
order  at  all. 

An  unidentified  person  moved  the  question. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  explaining  that  it  takes  a  2/3  majority  to  pass  the  amend- 
ment. The  amendment  was  lost. 

Mr  Houle  asked  if  legal  council  was  present. 

The  School  Board  replied.  No. 

Mr  Houle  asked  who  he  would  direct  a  question  to  in  the  absence  of  an  attorney. 

The  Moderator  replied  that  the  question  should  be  directed  to  him. 

Mr.  Houle  to  raise  further  questions. 

The  Moderator  indicated  that  further  questions  could  only  be  raised  pertinent  of  Article 
1.  He  indicated  that  other  questions  could  be  raised  relevant  to  the  last  warrant  article.  Arti- 
cle 7  (to  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  meeting). 
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Mr,  Houle  raised  further  questions. 

The  Moderator  determined  once  again  that  is  was  not  relevant  to  Article  1. 

Mr.  Houle  asked  the  School  Board  if  they  approve  the  budget  to  be  presented  and 
indicated  that  minutes  of  some  minutes  had  not  been  taken. 

Mr.  Kitz  briefly  outlined  the  process  of  constructing  a  budget. 

Eric  Rowe  called  a  Point  of  Order. 

The  Moderator  again  reminded  Mr.  Houle  that  his  question  had  to  be  relative  the  Article 
1  and  that  budget  questions  could  be  raised  at  the  time  the  budget  was  considered. 

Eric  Rowe  reaffirmed  that  the  discussion  was  not  relative  to  Article  1. 

Irving  Johnson  called  a  Point  of  Order. 

Mr.  Johnson  pointed  out  that  he  felt  there  was  no  rush  and  that  all  questions  should  be 
heard.  He  questioned  if  parliamentary  procedure  was  being  followed. 

The  Moderator  indicated  that  parliamentary  procedure  was  being  followed  and  reaffirm- 
ed that  questions  could  only  be  raised  relative  to  the  article  under  consideration. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  were  further  questions.  There  were  not.  A  vote  was  taken. 
The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  2;  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.)  from  the 
undesignated  fund  balance  as  of  June  30,  1993.  Said  sum  of  money  to  be  deposited  in  the 
School  District  Capital  Reserve  Fund  entitled;  capital  improvements/new  construction  for 
the  School  District  in  accord  with  provisions  of  RSA  ch.  35. 

George  Kitz  moved  the  article  as  read.  A  number  of  people  seconded  the  motion.  The 
Moderator  called  for  questions  on  the  motion. 

Stephen  Smith  explained  that  the  money  would  be  used  to  replace  the  current  heating 
system  if  necessary.  He  explained  that  due  to  age  it  would  become  necessary  to  replace 
it  sometime  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Waldron  asked  if  there  was  any  other  money  in  this  reserve  fund. 

Mr.  Kitz  indicated  that  there  was  around  $12,000.  in  the  account  and  that  it  could  cost 
in  excess  of  $16,800.  to  replace. 

The  need  to  raise  another  $10,000.  was  raised. 

Mr.  Kitz  explained  that  final  replacement  costs  could  well  exceed  current  estimates.  He 
indicated  that  this  money  could  not  be  spent  without  the  vote  of  the  town. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  were  any  more  questions.  There  were  not.  A  vote  was  taken. 
The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  3:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  school  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials 
and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  staturtory  obligations  of  the 
school  district. 

Mr.  Patrick  moved  that  the  School  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,609,873.00  which  excluded  the  amount  proposed  in  Article  2  of  the  warrant. 

Stephen  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  The  Moderator  called  for  questions  on  the  motion. 

SAU  expenses  were  questioned. 

Mr.  Patrick  provided  a  brief  explanation. 

Irving  Johnson  motioned  to  reduce  the  budget  by  3%. 

Dr.  George  Reid  indicated  that  amount  would  be  $108,296.19. 

Herbert  Clark  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Kitz  presented  an  overhead  to  explain  major  line  item  increases  in  the  budget. 

Bill  Gowell  asked  about  increases  in  SAU  expenses. 

Mr.  Patrick  further  explained  the  SAU  budget.  He  indicated  that  SAU  expenses  had 
increased  due  to  an  increase  in  equalized  evaluation  or  the  districts  share  of  SAU  expenses. 

In  response  to  a  question  Mr.  Kitz  indicated  that  the  budget  was  based  on  a  projected 
student  enrollment  of  460. 
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Mr.  Kitz  further  indicated  that  the  current  budget  represented  a  reduction  in  the  district 
assessment.  He  also  indicated  that  the  Board  expected  to  turn  back  over  $100,000.  to  the 
town  and  that  it  could  be  as  high  as  $120,000. 

Jaci<  Dolan  called  a  Point  of  Order. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  SAD  budget. 

The  Moderator  e.xplained  that  questions  about  the  SAU  budget  should  be  raised  at  the 
SAU  budget  meeting. 

Mr.  Patrick  asked  to  speak  about  what  happened  at  the  SAU  budget  hearing  held  in  the 
fall.  He  explained  that  the  Joint  Board  got  together  to  vote  on  the  SAU  budget.  He  had  pro- 
posed a  $75,000.  reduction  in  the  SAU  budget  which  would  reduce  the  amount  Strafford 
would  have  to  pay.  Two  representatives  from  Strafford  voted  for  it.  All  the  others  voted  against 
it.  He  indicated  that  he  felt  that  the  wishes  of  Strafford  were  being  well  represented  by  the 
Strafford  School  Board.  He  also  indicated  that  no  one  from  the  Town  of  Strafford  attended 
the  SAU  budget  hearing  and  encouraged  people  to  do  so  next  year. 

A  question  was  raised  regarding  the  posting  and  advertising  of  public  hearings  and  district 
meetings. 

The  Board  explained  when  and  in  what  publications  they  were  advertised  and  showed 
examples. 

Mr.  Houle  raised  a  question  regarding  the  number  of  students  currently  attending  Coe- 
Brown  and  how  that  number  was  projected  for  budgetary  purposes. 

Mr.  Houle  presented  an  overhead  indicating  that  high  school  tuition  had  been  consistently 
over  budgeted. 

Mr.  Kitz  indicated  that  actual  enrollment  figures  were  used  in  calculating  high  school  tui- 
tion but  that  numbers  fluctuate  more  dramatically  at  that  level. 

Mr.  Kitz  explained  that  the  money  that  is  not  used  for  the  cost  of  tuition  is  returned  to 
the  town. 

Mr.  Johnson  questioned  the  need  for  an  additional  seventh  grade  teacher. 

It  was  indicated  that  this  was  due  to  shifting  population  within  the  school. 

Eric  Row  briefly  discussed  current  State  Department  of  Education  standards  for  elemen- 
tary schools. 

Mr.  Rowe  moved  the  question. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

A  vote  on  the  amendment  to  reduce  the  requested  amount  by  $108,298. 19  followed.  The 
amendment  was  lost. 

The  Moderator  again  raised  the  original  motion  to  raise  an  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,609,873.  for  the  support  of  schools. 

Mr.  Houle  presented  some  figures  on  an  overhead. 

Those  present  requested  an  explanation  of  the  figures. 

Mr.  Houle  indicated  that  he  felt  there  was  a  discrepancy  between  CAT  scores  reported 
to  the  town  and  those  reported  to  the  school  board. 

Mr.  Jenisch  indicated  that  he  did  not  believe  that  there  was  any  discrepancy  but  would 
review  the  reported  scores.  He  further  indicated  that  tests  scores  in  grades  2  -8  had  been 
routinely  reported  to  parents  and  the  school  board  and  that  test  scores  had  shown  signifi- 
cant improvement  from  1989  to  1992.  He  went  on  to  explain  how  test  scores  were  used 
by  teachers  and  administration  to  determine  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  curriculum  and 
instruction  and  what  adjustments  have  been  made  to  strengthen  the  overall  program.  He 
explained  that  test  scores  could  be  reported  in  a  variety  of  ways  (means,  median,  straight 
percentiles  and  stanines)  and  that  the  confusion  indicated  may  have  been  the  result  of  try- 
ing to  compare  different  scores. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  were  any  other  questions. 

Mr.  Johnson  asked  for  a  declaration  of  the  motion. 
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The  Moderator  stated  that  the  motion  was  to  raise  $3,609,873.  for  the  support  of  schools. 

John  Freeman  expressed  that  he  was  offended  by  what  appeared  to  be  a  character 
attack.  He  defended  the  administration  and  school  board  and  commended  them  for  presenting 
an  extremely  responsible  school  budget  and  for  working  to  provide  a  quality  education  for 
the  children  of  Strafford.  He  called  the  question. 

Someone  called  for  a  Point  of  Order. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote. 

A  Point  of  Order  was  raised  and  overruled  by  the  Moderator. 

The  Moderator  again  called  for  a  vote.  The  vote  was  affirmative. 

Procedural  questions  were  raise  and  discussed  and  reviewed  by  the  Moderator.  A 
discussion  followed. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  conduct  a  study  of  the  need  and  availability  of  alternative  space  to  house  the  District's 
grade  6-8  pupils,  said  study  to  be  done  together  with  other  school  boards  in  this  area  or 
individually  and  to  report  back  to  the  School  District  Meeting  at  its  next  or  a  special  meeting. 
Mr.  Kitz  moved  the  article  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

Liz  Thompson  asked  for  a  clarification  of  the  article. 

Mr.  Patrick  provided  a  brief  explanation. 

Mr.  Houle  raised  a  question  about  the  rapidly  rising  high  school  population  and  it's  future 
budgetary  impact. 

A  discussion  regarding  the  high  school  population  space  needs  and  long  range  planning 
followed. 

The  Moderator  asked  if  there  were  further  questions.  A  vote  was  called  for.  The  vote  was 
in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  name  of  the  District,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter 
be  forth  coming  from  the  United  States  Government  and/or  State  agencies;  private  agen- 
cies and/or  other  sources  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b.  Mr.  Kitz  moved 
the  article  as  read.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions  on  the  motion.  There  were  none.  A  vote  was  taken. 
The  vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  6:  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.  Mr.  Smith  motioned  to  adopt  the  article  as  read.  The 
motion  was  seconded. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions. 

Gary  Broadbent  praised  the  work  of  the  school  board.  He  asked  that  the  school  board 
consider  putting  together  some  kind  of  committee  to  look  at  all  avenues  of  education  and 
to  make  sure  that  quality  education  was  number  one  in  Strafford. 

Sandy  Schwab  questioned  how  the  study  committee  would  be  formed. 

Mr.  Patrick  gave  a  brief  explanation. 

Gerald  Waldron  explained  that  he  did  not  feel  that  anyone  was  attacking  Mr.  Jenisch's 
character.  He  said  the  most  important  issued  for  our  future  was  the  truth.  He  further 
explained  that  people  were  trying  to  determine  what  they  were  getting  for  their  investment. 

Mr.  Kitz  using  an  overhead  reviewed  Strafford's  cost  per  pupil  as  determined  by  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

Mr.  Waldron  presented  an  overhead  reviewing  statistics  developed  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  Computer  and  Statistical  Services  regarding  the 
amount  of  money  Strafford  raised  to  support  education. 

A  discussion  followed. 

The  Issue  of  professional  salaries  and  benefits  was  raised. 
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Mr.  Patrick  provided  an  explanation  of  the  statistics  presented  by  Mr.  Waldron. 

The  Moderator  reaffirmed  for  the  body  that  any  discussion  or  question  needed  to  be  rele- 
vant to  Article  6.  He  called  for  more  questions.  There  were  none.  A  vote  was  taken.  The 
vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  7:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Patrick  commended  outgoing  School  Board  Chairman  George  Kitz  for  his  dedication 
and  hard  work  and  presented  him  with  a  plaque  for  his  services  to  the  Town  of  Strafford. 

Mr.  Kitz  made  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

The  motion  was  moved  and  seconded.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:27  p.m.
